STRAWS IN THE WIND

We were heart sick aa we learned the other day of events taking place 
in the state of Louisiana. We have been warning our moTibera repeatedly 
of the dangers ahead and to organize and to seek massage legislation 
as soon as possible* As your National Sec-treas. we see and hear of 
things taking place all over the nation vifhich spells disaster to all 
Masseurs and Massuses if they do not soon wake up from their smug 
complacency, get busy, and cooperate with each other, Yes, we are 
represented in eleven more states thah last year, but what can we expet 
to happen in all unorganized states without massage legislation? 

Just tfhat is happening in Louisiana. 

Yes, V/ashlngton has a fine chapter, but are you as strong as you ought 
to be? The ansv/er Seuid hSi^e to bo"n4* Tho reason la that too few in 
so large a chapter is doing all the work df the chapter and the rest 
arc satisfied to ride along. Now folks be honest with yourselves, somo 
of you will have to admit that you have not done all that you could have 
done in the Interest of massage legislation. Does it not make you feel 
just a little bit ashamed that so large a state with so many Masseurs 
and massuses docs not have a massage act? are your officers to blame? 
You may think so, but if you have contributed nothing in the way of 
personal service then you are to blame, not those who have tried to 
do their best. If you think that they did not go about it the way you 
thought it ought to be done^ then why were you not at the meeting to 
give some guidance in the matter? uliy do we make the above statement? 

We have a few letters out of the State of v/ashin?ton complaining 
about the position taken by some of the officers, ivhether the officers 
arc wrong or right is beside the points The fact is these complaintant8 
have refused to pay their dues because they did not like the policies 
of the chapter, yet they did nothing, or contributed nothing, to the 
success of the chapter, and yet felt justified to oritlzl those who 
tried to accomplish ; something for all concerned. Fortunately most of 
the Washington members are a fine group pf people who are agresslve 
and loyal to their »*tate and National A.^.M.M. and have worked hard to 
get massage legislation under difficult and complicated circumstances. 
But the National Sec-treas, has one thing against you, and I say this 
kindly, why, with so many members are you so poorly represented at the 
National Convention?

We need not go out T,nd get some one else to come in and talk to us or 
give us a program. We want to invite them in and let them listen to us. 
Let them see and hear what our efforts will do for them.

Suppose a new student starts out? He or she comes thru school with a 
degree or diploma and vi/ants to join up with us. They want to support 
us, and in turn want us to help them. We say,’’You have no place of bus¬ 
iness; I am afraid you will have to make most of your living some 
other i7ay. V/e can't use you”, v/hat a pityJ 

I say part time members cjon be office holders if their rating 
and morals are good. My advise to anyone starting out is;”Go slo\ 7 ; 
hold your job; make massage secondary, spare hours, etc. Prove yours¬ 
elf, Get customers coming that will advertise yoiir good treatments, 
v/hen you find that you can put in full time; then fine, Start at the 
botton of the ladder and go up.

It forms acids \Kith 
hydrogen and salts with mctalSc In the soil it is foxmd in combination 
with calcium in the form of Calcium fluoride^ Fluroine is absolutely 
necessary to plant life; and in animal life it helps to form bone and 
teeth. All such mineral elements must first be absorbed by plant life 
and taken into the body as food before they can be assimilated* 

Fluoride is found in such vegetables as beets, cabbage, garlic, 
spinache, whole wheat, rye and waterdress; also dairy products, yolk 
of egg and sea foods. 

Sodium Fluoride is the usual form found in commercial use. It was 
first introduced as a rat poison, but it’s results were too slow, be¬ 
cause it depands on it’s accumulative action. It is used with good 
results in poisoning cockroaches, ants and other insects. 

IVhen taken internally, fluorine causes retching, nausea and vomit¬ 
ing. Later cardiac weakness, kidney disturbances and interfears with 
the coagulation of the blood. 

V\fhy poison the ii/hole population X7lth fluorine in our drinking 
water when we kno^i about it’s accumulative action? If dental decay la 
to be curbed, let a movement be started to stop children from eat¬ 
ing tons and tons of candy and ice cream and drinking barrels of 
carbonated beverages. Start with the cause and not the effect.
